ALLS FE FOR TAIN 
AT LACK OF EDUCATION 


Chicagoan Admits He Dropped 
Body of Former Teacher in 
Manhole. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 28.—A confes- 
Sion that he killed his wife  be- 
cause she irritated him by remind- 
ers of her superior education and 
that he placed her body, wrapped 
in a blanket, in a manhole, was 
made yesterday, police said, by 
John Chorak. Chorak was ar- 
rested Saturday at his former home 
town of Beaver Dam, Wis., and was 
brought back to Chicago for ques- 
tioning. 

Mrs. Chorak’s body was found 
last July 4 in the manhole of a 
sewer on the far South Side, just 
around the corner from the Cho- 
rak home. A Coroner's autopsy in- 
dicated she died of suffocation, al- 
though Chorak was quoted by po- 
lice as saying he struck her and 
that he thought she was dead when 
he dropped the body down the man- 
hole, 

“She used to be a schoo] teach- 
er,”’ Chorak was quoted as saying. 
“I never had much learning. She 
was all the time rubbing it in— 
how much smarter she was. It got 
on my nerves. Then, to cap every- 
thing, she had me arrested on a 
charge of disorderly conduct. 

“The night before I was due in 
court she came into my bedroom 
with a knife. I thought she was 
going to kill me so I struck her. 
I knocked her out. I believed she 
was dead so I wrapped her in a 
blanket and dropped her down that 
manhole. 

“The next day I went to court, 
but, of course, there wasn't anybody 
to appear against me so I was dis- 
charged. I hung around the ‘house 
for a few days and then went to 
Beaver Dam.” 

While working at Beaver Dam, 
Chorak underwent an operation for 
the removal of one of his eyes, but 
refused to submit to an anesthetic 
because, he said, “I was afraid I 
might reveal my secret while un- 
der the ether.”

With the Cardinals back home 
after making their best season’s 
record of 101 victories and 53 de- 
feats, St. Louis baseball fans to- 
day turned their attention to the 
victory parade tomorrow and the 
opening of the World Series against 
the Philadelphia Athletics at 


Sportsman’s Park on Thursday. 

Distribution of tickets to those 
whose mail orders were accepted 
began at the Sportsman’s Park box 
office on Dodier street at 8 o'clock 
this morning and will continue to 
6 o’clock tonight. The applications 
were chosen by lot and those en- 
titled to purchase tickets were 
asked to appear at the box office 
today with certified checks, 
cashier’s checks or money orders 
to claim their tickets. 

Although seats had been assigned 
in advance, lines of eager pur- 
chasers were waiting at the office 
on Dodier street this morning and 
at the downtown. office in the 
Arcade Building yesterday, when 
first seats were sold there. Pur- 
chasers yesterday were those who 
held ticket books and boxes dur- 
ing the baseball season and who 
had preferential rights. 

Resale Market Quict. 

About 200 persons were waiting 
when the six ticket windows at the 
park opened today, but within a 
short time the line had dwindled 
to small groups of purchasers, 
many of whom had brought signed 
notices for their friends and were 
buying reserved seat tickets for 
them. 

Except in the case of persons liv- 
ing at some distance from the city, 
the club is requiring the ticket pur- 
chaser to present his notification— 
or have someone present it for him 
with his signature—at the box of- 
fice during the proper time or the 
reservation is canceled. 

So far the resale market in tick- 
ets is not busy. One broker said 
today that he would charge a 
straight 10 per cent commission 
and act only as a middleman. He 
said he had received many offers 
to sell tickets but none to buy and 
he expressed doubt that tickets 
would resell for prices equal to 
those of any of the three previous 
years the Cardinals have played in 
the series.

Thursday morning, arrived at 7 
o'clock this morning. Hé is Hor- 
ace L. Anspaugh, 31 years old, a 
hotel clerk at Horton, Kan., who 
said that he had determined to be 
first in line for the distinction of 
that place and to win a bet he had 
made with a friend in Sedalia, Mo., 
his home town. 

Anspaugh has a canvas chair, a 
rubber slicker, blanket, shaving 
outfit and stationery. He said he 
would arrange to have his meals

EPISCOPAL BISHUPS 
CANON ON MARRIAGE 


Plan Adopted Differs Slightly 
From That of Deputies, Car- 
rying Touch of Liberalism. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Sept. 28.—After re- 
jecting a proposal on marriage and 
divorce as adopted by the House 
of Deputies, the House of Bishops 


of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
today adopted a new canon pro- 
posed by their own committee. As 
finally adopted with amendments, 
however, the Bishop’s canon differs 
only slightly from that of the orizg- 
inal proposal approved by the Dep- 
uties, and is flavored with the same 
touch of liberalism. 

The Deputies’ proposal calls for 
mandatory establishment of eccles- 
iastical courts in each diocese and 
missionary district for the consid- 
eration of matrimonial cases. The 
Bishops’ decrees the ecclesiastical | 
courts shall be discretionary with | 
the diocese and shall act through 
the Bishop. 

Both the Deputies and the Bish- 
Ops are agreed that ministers of 
the church shell not solemnize the 
marriage of any person who has 
been or is the husband or wife of 
any person then living, from whom 
he or she has been divorced for 
any cause arising after marriage. 

Divorced peysons who have been 
remarried by civil authority, how- 
ever, may, under both canons, pe- 
tition the ecclesiastical court for 
recognition and receive the blessing 
of a minister of the church on the 
union. They also, under a favora- 
ble decision of the ecclesiastical 
court acting through the Bisgop, 
may retain communicant rights and 
may be allowed admission to bap- 
tism, confirmation and holy com- 
munion. 

‘The canon as adopted by both 
houses eliminates the exception of 
the remarriuge of the innocent 
party to a divorce granted on 
grounds of adultery, as set forth 
in the existing canon. The Bishop's 
proposal now goes to the House of 
Deputies for concurrence or re- 
jection. 

Atlantic City, N. J., was selected 
for the next triennial convention of 
the church, in 1934, by the House 
of Bishops today. The Houses of 
Deputies has yet to vote on the se- 
lection.

With Five Branches 
Placed in Hands of State 
at Philadelphia.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Sept. 28.— 


Directors of the City Central Bank, 
and Trust Co. announced that the 
bank's affairs have been placed in 


yPithe hands of James Shaw, Texas 


Commissioner of Banking, and that 
the bank will not open today, 
pending readjustment of its affairs. 

Shaw said the bank has been 
placed in charge of B. H. Wooten, 
examiner for the Texas department. 
The July statement of the bank 
showed resources exceeding $16,- 
000,000 and deposits of nearly $11,- 
000,000. 

Police reserves guarded the bank 
today when large crowds congre- 
gated around the institution. 


Chicago Bank to Close, Pay All 
Depositors in Full, 
By the Associated Presr. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 28.—Depositors 
of the Mayfair State Savings 
Bank were asked today to 
call and get their money, as the 
bank is going to stop accepting de- 
posits on Sept. 30. T. B. McGrath 
Jr., president of the bank, said 
there was more than enough cash 
on hand to pay all deposits, which 


total $600,000. 
State Auditor Nelson said _ this 
was the first time he had ever 


heard of a bank voluntarily going 
out of business and paying 100 
cents on the dollar. 

President McGrath said “we are 
closing because we, can’t make 
money.” He added that it was ex- 
pected that from $65 to $75 would 
be realized on each share of the 
bank’s stock. 

Merger of the Chicago Bank of 
Commerce and the Union Bank of 
Chicago is announced today. The 
two banks will operate under the 
name of the Chicago Bank of Com- 
merce. Total assets of the merged 
bank will be approximatély $13,- 
000,000 and deposits about $10,- 
000,000. 

Capital of the Union Bank of 
Chicago will be retained by its 
stockholders, but deposits and as- 
sets will be merged with those of 
the Bank of Commerce. 

Approximately $12,000,000 in 
cash and securities was trans- 
ferred yesterday from the Union to 
the Bank of Commerce. Express 
trucks guarded by police and pri- 
vate detectives were used for the 
transfer. 


Philadelphia Bank With Five 
Branches Closed. 
By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—The 
Northern Central Trust Co. and its 
five branch offices in various parts 
of the city were closed today by 
order of the secretary of the State 
Department of Banking. 

Walter Gabell, president of the 
bank, in a statement said the di- 
rectors had unanimously decided to 
concur in the opinion of Dr. Wil- 
liam D. Gordon, State secretary of 
banking, that he take possession of 
the company. 

“Owing to gradual seepage of de- 
posits during the last month,” he 
said, “the members of the board 
of directors feel it is to the best 
interests of depositors, stockholders 
and creditors of the bank that this 
action be taken.” 

Deposits in the closed bank were 
more than $3,000,000 as of June 
30, 1931. 


Two Maryland Banks Are Piaced 
in Hands of State.

FREDERICK, Md., Sept. 28.— 
The Frederick Commercial Bank of 
Maryland, with its three branches, 
and the Mechanics’ Loan & Say- 
ings Bank of Hagerstown were 
closed today and placed in the 
hands of State Bank Commissioner 
George W. Page. 

The Frederick bank, formed in 
1914, had deposits of $2,656,345.76 
according to its'statement of June 
30, 1931. Branches were operated 
at Adamstown, Jefferson and 
Mount Airy. Heavy withdrawals 
were blamed for the closing. 

The Hagerstown bank, one of 
six in that city, was capitalized at 
$100,000 and had surplus of $300,- 
000 with total resources of $2,950,- 
489.08. Gradual seepage of re- 
sources was blamed for the clos- 
ing.

HEAT FORBIDDEN, 
MOSCOW SHIVERS 
WITH FIRST SNOW 


Decree Part of Economy Cam- 
paign Because Five-Year 
Plan Is Lagging. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Sept. 28.—The first 


snow of the season fell today and 


householders in overcoats and ga- 
loshes found in the morning paper 
a decree forbidding all citizens to 
heat their homes without special 
authorization by the Municipal 
Government. 

The decree is part of a campaign 
for economy of fuel because coal 
producton ts lagging far behind the 
five-year schedule. Penalty for vio- 
lation of the non-heating order is 
100 rubles fine or 30 days compul- 
sory labor. The only exceptions are 
hospitals and similar institutions.

ITS FOURTH TEST FLIGHT 


Turning Radius Under Observation 

Following Compliction of En- 

gine Tryout. ;

AKRON, O., Sept. 28.—The air- 
ship Akron took off at 10:44 a. m. 
today for its fourth 
from the Akron airport. 

The ship was moored to its mast 
at 12:10 a. m. today, ending the 
third test flight and completing 
the “shop test” of her eight en- 
gines, rudders and various instru- 
ments. She had gone aloft at 8:32 
Pp. m. . 

Today’s flight is to test the turn- 
ing radius. The 7585-foot aerial 
giant requires between 3000 and 
3500 feet in which to turn about. 
She was scheduled to make six 
turns above the Akron airport in 
a six-hour flight. 

The landing early today was de- 
layed more than an hour and a 
half because the 110-ton portable 
mooring mast had become fast In 
the mud of the airport, defying the 
efforts of the ground crew of 250 
men until nearly midnight. 

The Akron circled over Cleveland 
shortly after noon. 


SEABURY IS TO INVESTIGATE 
NEW YORK JUDICIAL DEAL 


Agreement Alleged Whereby Demo- 
crats Got Seven Jobs and 
Republicans Five.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—News- 
papers say that Samuel Seabury, 
counsel to the legislative commit- 
tec investigating New York City, 
will investigate a pact whereby 
Democrats and Republicans nomi- 
nated 12 new Justices for the State 
Supreme Court. : 

Under the arrangement, seven of 
the new Justices are to be Demo- 
crats, the other five Republicans. 
Because all candidates have both 
parties’ indorsements they are sure 
to be elected’ The salary is $235,- 
000 a year, the term 14 years. 

An agreement to create 12 new 
Judges for the district, compris- 
ing Brooklyn, Queens and Long 
Island, was reached at Albany last 
winter. The committee will ques- 
tion two men particularly prominent 
in the seven-to-five arrangement, 
John H. McCooey, veteran Demo- 
cratic leader of Brooklyn, and 
Meier Steinbrink, Republican boss 
of Brooklyn. Both men urged pas- 
sage of the bill. McCooey’s 32- 
year-old son received one of the 
nominations on the Democratic 
side; Steinbrink received one of the 
Republican nominations for him- 
self. 

There were indications Seabury 
might go into the fitness of the 
candidates. The Bar Association 
already has opposed some of the 
candidates, including McCooey, 
who has been out of college nine 
years, 


‘GLOOMY . DEAN’ IS OPTIMISTIC 


Sees English “Social Revolution” as 
Benefit to Civilization.

LONDON, Sept. 28.—Dean Wil- 
liam R. Inge, sometimes called 
Great Britain's “gloomy dean,” has 
expressed himself optimistically re- 
garding the recent turn of events 
in the country in “The Church of 
England Newspaper.” 

“If we look at the matter not 
from the point of view of justice to 
individuals and classes, but from 
that of the welfare of the nation as 
a whole,” he said, “we shall judge 
the social revolution through 
which we are passing less unfav- 
erably. »\ For the first time in our 
history we are trying to extend the 
boons of a high civilization to the 
whole population.

Statesmen of Two Nations, 
Meeting in Berlin, Agree 
to Set Up Economic Com- 
mission to Devise Means 
to Pool Efforts. 


BUSINESS AND LABOR

Dispose of Products With-

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—Creation of 


a Franco-German economic come 
mission to devise means of c0-Op- 
eration between France and Gere 
many was announced tonight in a 
communique issued by Premier 
Laval and Foreign Minister Arise 
tide Briand of France, after a cone 
ference with Chancellor Bruening 
and Foreign Minister Julius Curtius 
of Germany. 

Both countries have agreed to 
pool their efforts to overcome their 
present economic troubles through 


a commission which will include 
Government representatives and 
leaders of business and labor in 
both countries, the communique 
said. 

There will be a permanent sec- 
retariat, meeting either in Gere 
many or France, and work will 
begin immediately without, how- 
ever, ignoring the Interests of any 
third party. 

This commission is not directed 
against any other country, the 
comunique said, but will seek new 
ways to dispose of the products 
of both Germany and France with- 
out raising tariff barriers. 

Call on the President. 

Before going into conference to- 
day with Chancellor Bruening and 
Foreign Minister Curtius, Premier 
Laval and Foreign Minister Briand 
shook hands with President von 
Hindenburg. The conversation be- 
tween the President and his guests 
was purely formal. After the cus- 
tomary exchange of greetings, he 
expressed the hope that united ef- 
forts would splve Europe’s eco- 
nomic problems, and the visitors ree 
plied in a similar vein. 

The French statemen's visit to 
the President was devoid of dis- 
play. Their limaugine swiftly en- 
tered the gate of the executive 
mansion and drew up to the portl- 
co, where two. stecl helmeted 
youths in the Reichswehr uniform 
snapped to attention. 

Ambassador Francois - Poncet 
emerged from the car, followed by 
Laval and Briand, and they entered 
the palace at once. They reap- 
peared 20 minutes later, posed 
briefly for photographers and mo- 
tored away past a silent crowd 
which lifted its hata in greeting. 

On the program for the visitors 
today was an inspection of the 
Pergamum Museum, which houses 
many architectural antiquities; a 
visit to the nearby Cenotaph, and 
an automobile trip for lunch at 
Cladow, a beauty spot overlook- 
ing Haval Lake. Tonight has been 
reserved for a 4inner at the 
French Embassy, with Bruening 
and Curtius as the principal guests.

By the Associated Press, 
LONDON, Sept. 28.—Sweden and 


Norway today followed Great 
Britain in suspending the gold 


standard and prohibiting the ex- 
portation of gold. The Danish Cab- 
inet today called a special session 
o fthe Folkething (Congress) for 
tomorrow to consider whetrer Den- 
mark should suspend the gold 
standard. Great Britain suspended 
the gold standard a week ago. 

Dispatches from Stockholm. and 
Oslo say the two governments de- 
cided temporarily to abandon pay- 
ments in gold because of the affilia- 
tion of the krona and the krone 
with the pound sterling and the 
close connection of their finances 
with those of Great Britain. 

The Swedish State Council de- 
cided to drop the gold standard un- 
til Nov. 30 unless conditions should 
change before that date and to in- 
crease the national bank discount 
rate from six per cent to eight per 
cent. The export of gold was pro- 
hibited except by the Riksbank, or 
by foreign national banks. 

Minister of Finance Felix Ham- 
rin said Sweden would restore the 
gold standard as soon as financial 
affairs permitted and that the sus- 
pension should not be regarded asa 
sign of weakness in the Treasury. 
The people must buy more Swedish 
goods in order to improve the bal- 
ance of trade, he said, and tha 
Government would consider meas- 
ures to that end. 

Heavy Demand for Gold. 

The commissioners of the Riks- 
‘bank said there had been heavy de- 
mands on Sweden for gold after 
Great Britain’s action and that for- 
eign currency and the Riksbank’'s 
gold reserve had been reduced last 
week by 100,000,000 krona ($25,- 
000,000), while ,.hope of obtaining 
foreign credit sufficient to assure 
the supply of foreign currency had 
not materialized. 

Norway’s withdrawal from the 
gold standard and placing of an 
embargo on gold exports were de- 
creed for an indefinite period. The 
discount rate of the Bank of Nor- 
way was increased from five per 
cent to eight per cent. 

At the same time the Central 
Banks of Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark and Finland announced they 
had decided on joint measures to 
maintain the parity of their respec- 
tive currencies while the suspen- 
sion was in effect. 

The moves of Sweden and Nor- 
way were interpreted in financial 
circles as acts of caution § rather 
than of need. because it was felt 
that both were in comparatively 
s0und position. The effect of the 
downward movement of the pound 
on their currencies was said t6 
have made the step inevitable. 

Sweden ended the first half of 
the fiscal year in July with a sur- 
plus of several million kronar, ac- 
cording to figures from the Minis- 
try of Finance, and its trade  bal- 
ance showed exports and imports 
virtually unchanged. Norway had 
a net deficit of 6,000,000 kroner 
(about $1,600,000) for the same pe- 
riod. ‘

in early dealings,

Chancellor Says Germany Cannot 
Risk More Inflation.

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—Germany 


cannot risk another period of in- 
flation, Chancellor Bruening told 
the German Association of Savings 


Banks today, and the Government 
is determined to resist all tenden- 
cies toward inflation. 

“When one standard of the 
world’s currencies begins to fluc- 
tuate,”’ he said, referring to the 
British gold standard, “it is diffi- 
cult to foresee the consequences 
and therefote even more important 
for Governments to steer a steady 
course. Germany has embarked on 
a’ program of deflation and must 
stick to it. Germany's currency 
must be held firm.” 

The recent events in England 
may encourage those who favor 
watering the currency, said the 
Chancellor, “‘but it must not be 
forgotten that Great Britain is still 
immensely stronger than Germany. 
A poor country must be a cheap 
country, and if requirements and 
prices can be developed in this 
direction the results achieved on a 
solid basis will be better than those 
that might be obtained temporari- 
ly through dislocation of the cur- 
rency standard.” 


Bank of Greece Has Complete Con- 
trol of Gold Purchases.

ATHENS, Sept. 28.—The Bank 
of Greece has been given complete 
control of orders for the purchase 
or sale of gold coin and foreign 
currency. All demands will be ex- 
amined by a special committee ap- 
pointed by the bank, and exporters 
must turn into the bank the pro- 
ceeds of export sales in foreign cur- 
rencies, receiving the equivalent in 
drachmas.

Germany's economic life. 

When Laval and Briand arrived 
they received a striking ovation 
from a crowd of well-wishers, who 
shouted “Hoch Deutschland!” and 
“Vive La Paix!?’’ Nevertheless, 
they were protected by the strong- 
est police guard in years to pre- 
vent possible unfriendly manifesta- 
tions. Crowds following the visi- 
tors to their hotel called “Briand: 
Briand!” until Briand and Laval 
appeared on a balcony for a wel- 
come from the crowd. 

Briand dedicated his first hours 
in Berlin—‘‘for the very first thing 
I must do in Berlin’’—to going to 
the tomb of the late Foreign Min- 
ister Gustav Stresemann and there 
laying a wreath of white chrysan- 
themums on the grave of the man 
with whom he worked so vigorous- 
ly for an end to antagonism be- 
tween France and Germany. 

Chancellor Bruening said at a 
dinner for the visitors in the 
Chancellory that Germany and 
France must bury memories of the 
past and face the future in peace 
if Europe was to be saved from 
economic ruin. 

“We know there is much in the 
memories that separates us,” he 
said. “But that should be no rea- 
son for ignoring the _ inevitable, 
that Franco-German co-operation 
is essential to save the economic 
system of Europe and the world. 
We need not conceal the fact that 
we still have a long and difficult 
way to go and that much of the 
past needs clearing away, but this 
should not be allowed to hamper 
our efforts.”’ 

Last Premier’s Visit—1878. 

Responding in French, Laval 
called attention to the fact that 
the company was assembled in the 
hall where the Congress of Berlin 
met in 1878 to settle matters grow- 
ing out of the Franco-Prussian 
war, since which no French Pre- 
mier had visited Germany in an 
official capacity. 

“In economie questions and on 
the basis outlined at Geneva,” he 
said, “‘we will endeavor to bring 
about closer co-operation and trust- 
ful relationships. We hope our 
conferences will not only create a 
permanent organism but also a 
method capable of producing prac- 
tical results.’’ 

It behooved all statesmen _ to 
exert good will toward co-opera- 
tion, he said, “for only thereby 
can confidence, without which 
there is no credit, no exchange of 
commodities, no fruitful labor and 
no help in the present crisis, be 
gradually restored.” 

Premier Laval in a statement to 


the German and foreign press said 
it was too much to hope that this 
visit, although a landmark in 
Franco-German relations, would 
clear away all misunderstandings, 
but added that if the two nations 
gor compelled to observe the wis- 

om of avoiding for the present 
certain difficult problems they at 
least were determined to consider 
those solutions which were possible 
in order to pave the way for better 
future mutual relations between 
France and Germany. 

In the economic sphere, it was 
already possible to go beyond words 
and take definite action, Laval said, 
“and we will act.” The plan, he 
said, was to forge an effective in- 
strument of co-operation in the 
form of a Franco-German commis- 
sion empowered to consider all eco- 
nomic questions affecfing both 
countries. This program may seem 
modest, he said, but “if definite 
practical results are achieved, it 
will have been the best way of serv- 
ing the cause of rapprochement.” 

“The world is uneasy,’”’ he con- 
cluded. “It is in the grip of an 
unprecedented economic crisis. All 
eyes are centered on us. Our un- 
derstanding must eventually be 
realized, for our welfare depends 
primarily upon it.” 

The Government spokesman to- 
day discounted reports that Chan- 
cellor Brueping would accompany 
Premier Laval of France on his 
visit to Washington next month. 

‘In the first place,”’ he said, re- 
ferring to a report as carried by.a 
morning newspaper, “Premier La- 
val no doubt would prefer to talk 
with President Hoover alone, but, 
even aside from all other questions, 
it would be extremely difficult for 
the Chancellor to absent himself 
from Germany even for two weeks 
in these critical times.” 


GERMANY NAMES FEDERAL 
COMMISSIONER OF BANKS 


BERLIN, Sept. 28.—Eugene 
Ernst, a member of the Prussian 
Ministry of Trade, has been ap- 
pointed Federat Commissioner of 
Banks for Germany. It has been 
announced that there will be no at- 
tempt to intervene in the actual 
conduct of banking business except 
in case of emergency, but through 
the commissioner the Government 
may demand accurate information 
about what is going on in the 
banks. 

Stock exchanges in Germany will 
remain closed until further notice, 
the Boerse Committee annuounced 
this evening. The Boerse was 
closed last Monday, the way on 
which Great Britain suspended the 
gold standard, and has remained 
closed since. 
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Hugh Wilson, representative of 
the United States, urged the adop-

“MELLIE” DUNHAM, FORD'S 
OLD-TIME FIDDLER, DIES 


His Claim to Maine's Champion- 
ship Was Disputed by 
Coolidge’s Uncle,

Alanson Mellen (Mellie) Dunham, 
78 years old, Maine’s old-time fid- 
dler champion who was invited to 
play for Henry Ford at Detroit, 
died yesterday after he failed to 
rally from an operation. He had 
been ill two weeks. 

Mellie attracted Ford’s attention 
when he won the state “title” at a 
local contest. His championship as 
a fiddler was disputed by “Uncle 
John” Wilder, former President 
Calvin Coolidge’s uncle. Wilder de- 
clared there were “lots better fid- 
dlers anywhere than Dunham.” 
Both played before former Gov. 
Alvin T. Fuller at Boston. 

Mellie, who had been a farmer 
and snowshoe maker as well as 
fiddler before he achieved promi- 
nence, claimed to have invented 
the diamond weave now widely 
employed in the manufacture of 
snow shoes. He manufactured the 
snowshoes Rear Admiral] Robert E. 
Peary. carried with him on the 
dash to the North Pole.

city home and his stock farm in 
Pike County, Mo., where he was 
born. 

Mr. Biggs is survived by his 
widow, formerly Miss Ethel God- 
dard of St. Louis, and one son, 
David C. Biggs Jr., who is in 
school. Funeral arrangements 
have not been announced, 

Educated in Pike County rural 
schools and in a business college at 
Quincy, Ill., Mr. Biggs, at the age 
of 21 went to work as clerk in a 
bank at Curryville, Mo. Coming to 
St. Louis in 1891, he entered the 
employ of the Merchants’ National 
Bank, subsequently the Merchants- 
Laclede, a component of the pres- 
ent Mississippi Valley Trust Co. 

In 1899 he became cashier and 
credit man of Roberts, Johnson & 
Rand Shoe Co. and he was treas- 
urer of the International Shoe Co., 
formed by the merger of this and 
other shoe manufacturing firms, 
when he was elected in 1919 as 
governor of the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District, and of the reserve 
bank here. 

Mr. Biggs was at the head of the 
reserve bank in the postwar period 
of adjustment, but retired before 
the present business depression be- 
gan. The $4,000,000 bank building 
and three branches costing $1,000,- 
000, were built during his incum- 
bency. His predecessor in the bank 
presidency was Rolla Wells and his 
successor is William McC. Martin. 


4 PERSONS KILLED BY FIRE 
IN NEW YORK TENEMENT 


Seven Seriously Injured and 26 
Families Left Homeless in Early 
Morning Blaze.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28. — Four 
persons lost their lives in a fire 
which early yesterday swept 
through a seven-story East Side 
tenement and left 26 families 
homeless.

Seven injured persons are in hos- 
pitals, all in serious condition.

FOR SCHOOLS IS VALID. 


City Counsellor Tells Aldermen 
That Further Perpetual 
Charters Are Illegal. r 


An opinion answering a query | 
of the Board of Aldermen, made, 
last June, about tax-exempt prop-. 
erty in St. Louis has been prepared 
by City Counselor Muench. He 
said that due to a change in the 
Constitution many years ago no 
more special charters, granting 
perpetual and complete tax ex- 
emption, such as Washington Uni- 
versity and the Mercantile Library 
have, could be granted. 

Validity of such an exemption 
has been sustained by the highest 
court, Muench declared. He said 
the courts. might be induced to. 
reverse themselves on this question 
or that the volume of property 


exempted might be reduced if it 


were shown that an amount in ex- 
cess of that needed strictly for ed- 
ucational purposes was held. He 
indicated doubt whether tle ex- | 
emption could be attacked suc- 
cessfully. . . . 

The aldermanic inquiry was 
aimed particularly at Washington 
University, which, the board’s res- 
olution said, has property valued 
at $7,257,640, exempt from taxa- 
tion, not directly used for educa- 
tional purposes, but producing in- 
come. However, this income goes 
into the university’s treasury to 
help meet the cost of operation. 


Muench told the board there was. 


no question that property used 
strictly or educational, religious, 
charitable~- or cemetery purposes 
was entitled to exemption.

Kelso said that if dividends had 


vanished and all advantages were 


going to the working people it 
would be time to cut wages to the 
point of safety to keep business 
“alive.” 

“But there are still dividends,” | 
he continued, “and those dividends, 
as usual, go to persons who would 
have something to fall back on for 
a living, even if they did not get 
the dividend. The working man 
has no such reserve. His wages are 
his dividend and at the same time 
his capital—his all. 

“To say, as it is reported to have 
been said from the White House, 
that the attitude there is neutral 
toward a reduction in wages, and 
that the only concern is that the 
standard of living should not be re- 
duced, is just laughable. If the 
wage is everything there is on 
which a standard of living can be 
based, then when you cut the wage 
you cut the standard. That seems 
simple enough, and that is in fact 
the case. It is no time for snad 
judgment as to whether U. 8S. Steel 
and General Motors, with all of the 
other large industrial units likely 
to follow, should cut wages; but it 
is tinte to be exceedingly careful in 
weighing all the equities of such 
action. 

“Our working population is in 
distress. It is disturbed in mind 
and becoming sore in its feelings. 
Any step further damaging to its 
welfare, that is not fully just in its 
every aspect, is unwise and danger- 
ous.” 

The St. Louis University broad- 
cast, by Dean Husslein of the 
School of Sociology, touched the 
necessity, for national economic 
“health” and the security and 
self-respect of the preponderant 
element of the population, the 
wage-earners, of not only a “liv- 
ing’ but a “saving’’ wage. The 
address was based on the Labor 
Encyclical of Pope Leo XIII and 
the Social Reconstruction Ency- 
clical of Pope Pius XI. 

“Basic in this entire question,” 
said Dean Husslein, “is briefly the 
principle that every effort should 
be made to enable the father of 
the family to support himself, his 
wife and children, and lay up 
enough for future emergencies and 
old age. But for every woman 
worker at least enough must be 
provided through her individual ef- 
fort to secure for her a decent, rea- 
sonably comfortable and entirely 
independent livelihood.” 

“The intelligent manager of any 
great concern.” he added, “is ree Se 
aware of the value attached to a 3 i -" 
contented and devoted labor per- or geek ee ! 

sonnel, where strikes are unknown, 
expert men continue faithfully in 
the employ, and all work is done 
with precision, expedition and effi- 
ciency. To pay high wages for 
such results is to secure in reality 
the cheapest labor. Under truly 
Skilled and beneficent management 
higher wages May mean more eco- 
nomic pay, lower prices and 
greater profits. 

“I have not so far alluded 
to what many consider the prime 
argument for high wages, the 
higher purchasing power of the 
masses, and consequently the in- 
creasing demand for production. 
The lower the pay, the slower also 
the wheels of industry; the higher 
the pay, the more rapid their 
whirl. What one hand pays out 
the other may receive back with 
interest. High wages, in fine, do 
not connote high prices.”

SICHIEF WITNESS. 


IN PEMISCOT DRY 
PLOT CASE SHOT 


Constable Jeffe McAnally 
Seriously Wounded by 
Assailants in Another 
Car on Highway 61. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., Sept. 


298—Constable Jeff McAnally of 
Concord Township, who last spring 
made affidavits implicating himself, 
Sheriff W. T. Robinson and other 
Pemiscot County officers in an al- 
leged conspiracy to violate the pro- 
hibition laws, was shot and dan- 
seriously wounded Saturday night 
when occupants of a car which 
drew alongside of his machine on 
Highway 61, opened fire, then sped 
away. McAnally was taken to the 
Methodist Hosiptal in Memphis, 
where it was said his condition is 


critical. 

The wounded man was to have 
been the Government's chief wit- | 
ness in the trial of the accused of- 
ficers, scheduled for Oct. 15, in 
Federal Court at Cape Girardeau. 

McAnally was found slumped 
over the wheel of his car by mo- 
torists. According to officers he 
was driving north on the way to his 
home in Concord when the attack 
occurred. Shortly after passing a 
side road near Concord a car shot 
out and, after overtaking him, the 
occupants opened fire, the bullets 
hitting him in the back. 

McAnally was a deputy under 


the affidavits in which he impli- 
cated himself, Sheriff Robinson, 
deputy sheriffs and other officers 
of Pemiscot County. He gave tes- 
timony before the ,United States 
grand jury at Cape Girardeau, 
which furnished the basis of the in- 


other officers for conspiracy to vio- 
late the prohibition law. 

McAnally resigned as. deputy 
sheriff the day after making the 
affidavits, but as constable since 
has been making many raids on 
stills and speakeasies.

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AN, AFTER 3 YEARS 
RED BY CONFESSION 


Served Nearly Half of Life in 
Prison for Crime He Always 
Denied Committing. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHESTER, IL, Sept. 28.—Jesse 
Lucas, who spent almost half of 
his 50 years of life in the Menard 
State prison here for a murder he 
always said he did not commit, was 
enjoying freedom again today as 
the result of a death-bed confession 
of another man. 

As has been told, George R. 
Pond, a farmer who lived near 
Decker, Ind., dying, confessed he 
killed Clyde Showalter, a young 
stock buyer 26 years ago, and this 
brought release for Lucas yester- 
day, after 23 years as prisoner No. 
401. 

The Tiinois Board of Pardons 
gnd Paroles paroied Lucas to May- 
or T. B. Wright of Mount Carmel, 
Ill., who met Lucas at the peniten- 
tiary gates and took him back to 
his home town where the Mayor 
said he would give him a job and 
the freed man “can make my home 
his home.” 

“Now I'm vindicated,” Lucas told 
the Mayor as they greeted each 
other at the gates, 

Lucas’ mother, who died three 
years ago, almost ended her life in 


prison as a result of what authori- | 
ties now have decided was a mis-{| 


carriage of justice. The widowed 
mother was indicted along - with 
her son and both were found guilty 
of killing Showalter, whose body 
was discovered floating in the Pa- 
toka River 2§ years ago. She was 
freed, however, at a new trial ob- 
tained for her. Two witnesses, one 
of them a reformatory inmate, tes- 
tified they saw Lucas and his moth- 
er kill the stock buyer and carry 
his body across the river bridge 
and throw it in the water. Lucas 
said officials “framed” him to 
solve the crime. 

All the years he has spent in 
prison, Lucas was “a good pris- 
ontr,’ penitentiary officials said. A 
day laborer before he was placed 
behind the bars, Lucas worked for 
many years in the prison green- 
house.

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WOMAN TO PRESS SUIT 


FOR WENDEL MILLIONS 


Attorney for Miss Rosa Stans- 
bury, 74, Contends Release 
She Signed Was Illegal.

RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 28. 


Miss Rosa Dew Stansbury, Vicks- 
burg, Miss., who has been termed 
most probable claimant to the es- 
tate of the late Miss Ella von E. 


Wendel of Wew York, which may 
reach $140,000,000, announced 
here, where she is visiting, that 
she would press her case to the 
fullest and in the next breath 
wished she could roll back some 
of her 74 years. 

“I have never been wealthy,” she 
said, “but I wish that I was a little 
younger if I’m going to get it.” 

Despite her advanced age, Miss 
Stansbury was spry and active as 
she bustled about a hotel lobby, 
turning from her attorney, Win- 
field P. Jones, Atlanta, Ga. to 
newspaper men as questions were 
asked about her claim. Jones did 
most of the talking but Miss Stans- 
bury interposed occasional re- 
marks. 

She declared she had signed @ 
release in New York of her claims 


to the estate only with the under-. 


standing that Jones was to approve 
the paper before it became effec- 
tive. Under that agreement she 
was paid $1000 and promised $24,- 
000 more when the will is finally 
probated if she would not contest 
the document.

Miss Stansbury said she knew 
she was related distantly to the 
Wendels and recalled that an aunt, 
Mrs. Samuel H. Boyd, had visited

Lindbergh Tells of Flood Misery 
In Report to Chinese Officials; 
Hankow Is Goal of Next Flight 


Colonel Agrees to Extend Survey Work for 
Relief Commission—Takeoff Delayed 
a Day by Rain.

By the Associated Press, 
NANKING, China, Sept. 28.—A

Charles A. Lindbergh to Hankow 
and the Wuhu district southwest of 
this city. 


Lindbergh readily agreed to ex- 
tend his sphere of operations in 
behalf of China’s millions of floel 
refugees. * | 

Dr. ‘Heng Liu, head of the na- 
tional flood relief commission’s 
health staff, asked Lindbergh and 
his wife to fly over the area ad- 
jacent to Hankow to carry out sur- 
vey work similar to that which has 
given the commission such valuable 
information concerning Kiangsu 
Province conditions. 

Accompanying the Colonel and 
his wife tomorrow will be Dr. Bor- 
cic, health expert of the League 
of Nations, who is visiting in China. 
They will stop at Wuhu to inspect 
relief work there before continuing 
to Hankow, where they expect to 
spend several days making surveys 
over Hupeh Province, especially 
along the Han River, where con- 
ditions are thought to be serious. 
The commission lacks any definite 
information on conditions in the 
Han River district. 

Officials were loud in their praise 
of services the Lindberghs have 
given and applauded their readi- 
ness to undertake work in the Han- 
kow district, for conditions there 
are extremely bad with disease, 
especially cholera, rampant. 

Text of Lindbergh Report. 

Lindbergh referred questioners 
to his report on conditions he made 
to the commission. In it he told 
of many thousands of square miles 
of land under water, inhabitants 
living in boats or roof tops and 
crowded on rapidly eroding dikes. 

The report says: 

“Sept. 21 we made a reconnais- 
ance of the flooded area between 
the Grand Canal and the Yellow 
Sea. We found this area extended 
from Taichow on the south almost 
to the old bed of the Yellow River 
on the north with a total area of 
8000 square miles badly flooded. 

“The walled city of Hinghwa was 
badly flooded and the surrounding 
fields were covered with several 
feet of water. The nearest ground 
free from flood water is more than 
25 miles south of the city. Liter- 
ally hundreds of small villages 
throughout the entire area are 
standing in water, which in many 
instances covered all but the 
roofs. ‘Those inhabitants still re- 
maining are living in small boats 
movred in the streets. In many 


instances walls of the houses had 
collapsed. 

“When we flew over this area 
the wind had whipped up the waves 
over the fields and the few dikes 
remaining were being eroded away 
rapidly. Thousands of refugees 
had congregated on dikes lining the 
Grand Canal and on an uncomplet- 
ed road just south of the flood 
area. 

“The city of Fowning on the 
north was badly flooded. On the 
east the flood waters had almost 
reached the sea and in the far 
northeast section the flood water 
was held back only by the dikes 
which originally were constructed 
to keep out the high tide of the 
sea. Water was pouring with a 
high velocity through numerous 
breaks in the Grand Canal into this 
area and there were no signs of 
receding levels east of the canal, 


West of Grand Canal. 


“Sept. 22 we flew over the area 
west of the Grand Canal, -In the 
upper section of the Hwai $§ River 
floods were receding and water was 
within the river banks. Wherever 
the floods had drained off inhabit- 
ants were replowing their fields and 
repairing what was left of their 
homes. Crops in the area of the 
actual flood have been completely 
destroyed. 

“As we approached the Grand 
Canal from the west there was 
very little sign of receding of the 
flood and none of the fields had 
drained sufficiently to be plowed. 
In all there were several thousand 
Square miles west of the Grand 
Canal completely flooded and much 
more where crops had been severe- 
ly damaged. 

“Sept. 23 we covered two dis- 
tricts. First we flew southwest of 
Nanking over the cities of Taiping, 
Wuhu, Kaoshun and Suiyang. East 
of the Yangtze the district was 
badly flooded. The city of Wuhu 
had suffered the worst. Water was 
standing in the streets of the wailed 
city of Taiping and in Kaoshun and 
Suiyang. In the country districts 
many houses were in water almost 
to their roofs and many had col- 
lapsed. There were, however, high 
points of land and.-hills much clos- 
er to the flooded areas than in the 
Grand Canal. district and many 
refugees had constructed tempor- 
ary shelters just above the water 
line. 

“The second area visited was west 
of the Yangtze in the district 
around and south of Chao Lake. 
Floods had again caused great dam- 
age in hundreds’ of square miles in 
this dfstrict. The city of Chaoh- 
sien, however, was only partially 
flooded.” | 


WHY GREAT BRITA 
QUIT GOLD STANDARD 


Analysis of Defensive Financial 
Move Is Made by Brookings 
Institution. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The 
following statement on the action 
of the British Government in sus- 
pending gold payments comes from 
the Institute of Economics of the 
Brookings Institution: 

“The recent action of the British 
Government in suspending the gold 
standard appears to be interpreted 
in many quarters as an indication 
that the gold standard is somehow 
responsible for Great Britain’s eco- 
nomic difficulties and that its 
abandonment has been conceived 
as a means of promoting economic 
recovery. 

“The protracted economic diffi- 
culties in Great Britain are pri- 
marily attributable to the profound 
readjustments produced by the 
World War and the consequent loss 
of markets for British goods. The 
cumulative effects finally mani- 
fested themselves in a severe finan- 
cial crisis. The attending loss of 
confidence has resulted in a trans- 
fer of deposits and investments to 
foreign countries—a ‘flight from 
the pound’—a phenomenon similar 
to that witnessed in recent years in 
numerous European countries. In 
order to prevent a complete ex- 
haustion of its gold reserves, the 
British Government was obliged to 
suspend gold payments, even 
though the pound should tempo- 
rarily decline in value. 


World War. Conditions are, how- 
ever, fundamentally different. 
Then, war requirements had _ set 
up an intense demand for goods 
and both domestic and _ foreign 
loans on a vast scale were being 
floated to finance war trade opera- 
tions. At the present juncture, 
however, a drastic program of 
economy has just been inaugurat- 
ed. While a decline in the foreign 
exchange value of the pound might 
serve as a slight stimulus to Brit- 
ish exports, financial experience 
shows that such a stimulus can be 
only temporary. Moreover, there 
would be offsetting disadvantages 
from the point of view of London’s 
position as a financial center. The 
British action must, therefore, be 
regarded merely as a _e defensive 
measure and not as a solution of 
fundamental economic difficulties. 
During the breathing spell thus af- 
forded, it is the hope that the Gov- 
ernment’s finances may be placed 
on a thoroughly sound basis and 
that constructive economic policies 


may be inaugurated.”

—Sweeping gains by the Fascist 
and Communist parties were re- 


corded today in the election for 
the Hamburg House of Burgesses. 

Adolph Hitler’s National Social- 
ists captured 43 of the 160 seats 
in the Municipal Senate, the Com- 
munists 35 seats and the National- 
ists 9 seats, forming a formidable 
radical group. The Social Demo- 
crats lost 14 seats to reduce their 
representation to 46. 

The National Socialists polled 
202,465 votes as compared with 


144,684 in the Reichstag election. 


of 1930. The Communists received 
168,618 against 135,279 in 1930. 
The Nationalist polled 43,269 
against 31,376 in 1930. Their 
gains represented losses by the So- 
cial Democrats and People’s party 
chiefly. 

The results were interpreted as 
an indication of growing dissatis- 
faction with the rule of Chancel- 
lor Bruening and a warning that 
he must turn his attention from 
problems of foreign relations to 
domestic policies.

MADRID, Sept. 28. — The Gov- 
ernment announced today that 
compulsory development of untilled 
lands, the first step in the agrarian 
reforms, would begin immediately. 

The development will 
Andalusia and Extremadura, where 
the unemployment situation among 
farm workers is most acute.

Returning to their base, the pa- 
trol encountered a company of Bo- 
livian infantry, supported by a 
squadron of cavalry, and partici- 
pated in a sharp conflict, losing 
eight men. 


SOVIET GRAIN YIELD LIKELY 
TO EQUAL 1930 RECORD CROP 


Rain Damage Said to Offset Effect 
of Increased Acreage and 
Use of Machinery. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 28.—Grain pro- 
duction in the Soviet Union for 
1931 is expected in authoritative 
quarters to be about equal that of 
1930, which was the largest on 
record, notwithstanding damage to 
the spring crop in several areas 
from excessive rainfall. 

Although the Government thus 
far has made no estimate of the 
size of this year’s crop, it was 
considered in informed quarters 
that rain damage had offset to a 
great extent the effect of increased 
acreage and the greatly expanded 
use of tractors and other mechan- 
ized farming implements. 

General figures on the progress 
of the harvest have not been made 
public, except in terms of acreage 
reaped, which does not give an in- 
dication of the extent of the dam- 
age or of the condition of the crops 
as a whole.

Varying Values of Food. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
:”. your issue of Sept. 8, Henry J. 


Tucker makes the statements that if 
an article is destroyed without the pro- 
duction of some other wealth to replace 
it the world is poorer by just that much, 
and that the use of luxuries such as beer, 
from a purely economic point of view, is 
destructive of the wealth of the world. 

If by wealth is meant a material prod- 
uct, the people could not have any recre- 
ation or amusement, not even music, be- 
cause people take from their earnings to 
pay musicians to give us music, a “con- 
cord of sweet sounds,” pleasing vibra- 
tions of the air, not wheat, potatoes, fur- 
niture or Other tangible or materia] prod- 
uct. Flowers also would be taboo, being 
merely beautiful and of fragrant or 
agreeable odor, that ts, afr of a pleasing 
smell, though they are also of value in. 
art and design and for their beneficial 
psychological effect. A good play, the 
drama, would be anathema; sculpture 
and art also. The intangibles lead man 
to a better, more perfect use of the tan- 
gibles in life and are therefore of value. 

The value of food is not dependent 
alone upon its high content of protein, 
fat or carbohydrates... The vegetables and 
fruits are mostly very low in these sub- 
stances, but are necessary for their anti- 
scorbutic and other vitamins. Lemons, 
for instance, have practically no food 
value, but explorers, deprived too long 
of fresh meat, fruit and vegetables and 
suffering from scurvy, well know their 
value, both as a preventive and cure. 
Vegetables and fruits are also required 
for their bulk. In the temperate and 
tropic zones, man cannot confine him- 
self to the highly concentrated foods 
alone amd maintain perfect health. The 
idea that man some day will take his 
food in a little capsule once a day is a 
chimera, Bulk is required to maintain 
the form of the body. The degeneration 
or atrophy of the abdomen would con- 
vert man into a hideous thing. 

Various beverages are a valuable ad- 
junct to life, some of them being ad- 
juvants to other foods. Beverages such 
as tea and coffee, and of the class known 
as soda or carbonated waters, including 
root beer, have little or no food value, 
yet they are invigorating, refreshing and 
cooling and of great value to the human 
economy from this standpoint. But each 

‘of the beverages has its own value, also 
its own limitations arid disadvantages. 
No one suits each person under every 
condition or -circumstance. Water has 
no nutritive value, though most necessary 
to all life. When we cool or refrigerate 
it, we add nothing to it. We actually 
take something from it, 1. e., heat units. 
To do this requires fuel or power, ma- 
chinery or equipment, and labor. But 
the cooling of the water, though expen- 
sive, is beneficial to health under many 
conditions. Therefore it must be consid- 
ered .of value. 

Nothing is destroyed, except in the 
sense of conversion or change, when beer 
is made. In the germination of the grain, 
a peculiar substance known as diastase 
is formed, end this substance acting up- 
on the starch of the grain converts a 
part of it into certain varieties of sugar. 
It is upon this change that the develop- 
ment of living from inanimate matter 
depends. The yeast acts upon the sugars, 
converting them into alcohol, so that the 
beverage consists broadly of a small per- 
centage of alcohol, unconverted or partly 
converted, and more assimilable starch 
or carbohydrates, gluten or nitrogenous 
substance and other matters. The infu- 
sion of hops in it is tonic and sedative, 
or soporific, that is, moderately sleep- 
producing, which the small content of al- 
cohol counter-balances, sg that in itself 
it is a moderately stimulant, tonic, re- 
freshing, light nutritive liquid.

THE GOLD PROBLEM. ; 

The suspension of specie payments by the Bank of 
England, followed by the action of Norway and Swe- 
den in abandoning the gold standard, has given 
renewed impetus to the movement for an interna- 
tional monetary conference. ! 

In Mr. Snowden’s recent speech presenting the gold 
standard suspension act to Parliament he spoke of 
the possibility of such a conference, and from other 
influential quarters have come similar suggestions. 
Although it is not clear just what measures such a 
conference would take, the general purpose of its 
sponsors seems to be to find some remedy for the 
enormous concentration of gold in the United States 
and France. In a monetary economy, where goods 
are sold and debts contracted and paid in terms of 
money, it is only natural that economic disorders 
should make their impact upon the world in mone- 
tary form, such as the huge gold stocks of the United 
States, the credit crisis in Germany and the suspen- 
sion of gold payments by Britain. 

Proposals for such a monetary conference deserve 
a sympathetic and serious hearing, but a fundamental 
question which any such conference would have to 
consider is: How has the world’s gold become s0 
concentrated? The idea that France and the United 
States have with malign design depleted the gold 
supplies of their neighbors is fantastic. Rather have 
they watched with misgivings as these unsought ad- 
ditions have been made to their already large gold 
stocks. A large part of the trade of the world is not 
financed out of gold, but from the proceeds of com- 
modity exports. It is only when goods cannot be 
sold, or heavy obligations make necessary the pay- 
ment of large sums on short notice, or when faith 
in the political and financial stability of a country 
weakens, that large amounts of gold are sent abroad. 
This is always the sign of an abnormal condition. 
Countries with obligations payable in the United 
States, whether war debts or private loans, have 
found high tariffs an obstacle to the shipment of 
goods, and when it was no longer possible to meet 
such obligatiofts out of further borrowings, gold 
shipments were a result. In the case of some South 
American countries, the fact that a considerable part 
of post-war borrowing had been used indirectly for 
military establishments or unwisely spent in other 
ways has increased the difficulty of meeting their 
debts through goods export. A collapse in the prices 
of important commedities after pegging operations 
added to the troubles of some debtors and furthered 
the movement of gold toward this country. Political 
fears have led both nationals and foreign investors 
in Germany and England, as well as in other coun- 
tries, to withdraw funds and place them for greater 
safety in the United States and France. 

Such are some of the difficulties which must be 
remedied before the solution of the so-called gold 
problem can be found. A lowering of tariffs, an ad- 
justment of war debts and reparations, and a light- 
ening of the crushing burden of taxation will help 
greatly toward a more orderly functioning of the gold 
standard. Unwise borrowings by foreign Governments 
have already taken their toll of defaults, with losses 
to investors and injury to the credit of the borrowers. 
For this difficulty as well as for those which fol- 
lowed in the wake of collapsed valorization schemes, 
there is no magic remedy, but the next generation 
should profit from the mistakes of the past. 

If an international monetary conference can help 
to remove these causes of economic maladjustment, 
it will perform a great service. But if it approaches 
its problems with the idea that the maldistribution 
of the world’s gold is the cause of the trouble, and 
that gold must somehow be artificially redistributed, 
the results cannot but be a disappointment. 
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The turning point of the depression has been many 
times heralded, but now there can be no mistake.

‘keen scholarship and trenchant comment have led 


us frequently to reprint his observations. In our 
opinion, Mr. Adams reaches a new height for incis- 
ive brilliance in his assay of the present in his new 
book, “The Epic of America.” Here it is: 

The story of our present decade must be but 
briefly sketched. It may be described succinctly 
by saying that Harding had to liquidate the war; 
Coolidge had quietly to liquidate the scandals of 
the Harding regime; Hoover is now watching the 
liquidation of “Coolidge prosperity.” 

Those 45 devastatingly truthful words tell the story 
of our national Government.from March 4, 1921, 
until this very hour. Mr. Adams has achieved a 


classic utterance. 
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Maybe Gandhi’s costume, or lack of one, is to sym- 

bolize the fact that he wears no man’s collar. 
MR. GUEDALLA WRECKS A BUILDING. 

There was turmoil in politics, and an elegant gen- 
tleman with something of man-about-town sophisti- 
cation was telling his beads of disappointment over 
lonely nuts and wine in the White House as his last 
disconsolate presidential summer ebbed away. But 
Chicago clamored and clanged its braggeadocio as the 
first building of steel skeleton construction rose dar- 
ingly to the stars and the skyscraper was born. Last 
week that building was crushed into debris with 
never a murmur of lamentation, with fever a ribbon 
of rhetorical crepe to signal a landmark’s passing. 
For the steel skeleton reigned but a fleeting hour 
compared with the centuries of timbered solidity, 
and reinforced concrete, discovered in the budding 
flush of German genlus, thrust it Into an oblivion as 
deep as that in which the motor car has buried the 
stanhopes and broughams and tally-hos and jingling 
sleigh bells when the horse was king. The nine and 
10 stories that dazzled a world for a decade bloomed 
into mistier heights which, fm turn, have been 
reduced to dwarfdom by the step-off methodology 
that is writing the skylines of American cities in 
bewildering script. The age of wood, with its grace 
and warmth of beauty, is gone, and the dominance 
of steel and concrete is reading a prophetic requiem, 
perhaps, as craftsmanship, under the ceaseless thrust 
of the machine, fabricates glass into blocks’ as mas- 
sive as the eternal] stones of Egypt. It was 47 years 
ago when Chicago flung the roof into the heavens 
which now passes into pulp for an Alhambra of com- 
merce to rival the roceco presumption of Woolworth 
Tower and Chrysler’s topless ambition and Empire 
State supremacy. Yet we miay pause for a contem- 
plative minute, perhaps, at the solemnity and silent 
grandeur of the Mormon Temple, untouched by iron, 
unscarred by nail, which dim, mysterious, old China

| ington! 
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RUSSIA UNDER THE “NEO-NEP.” 

Soviet Russia, ever addicted to cabalistic coined 
words and abbreviations, operated for a decade under 
the “Nep,” or New Economic Policy, enunciated by 
Lenin in 1921. This was a mellowing of the “war- 
time Communism” which had ruled the Soviet in the 
period of foreign and domestic strife. Lenin's pro- 
gram led to abandonment of barter by state economic 
bodies and resumption of business on a money basis, 
to extending of concessions to foreign capitalists, 
legalization of joint participation by state and private 
capital in enterprises, greater freedom to trade 
unions and other reforms which departed from the 
stern standards of absolute Communism. Now 
Russia has the “Neo-Nep,” or Newest Economic 
Policy, as outlined by Stalin in his address last 
June. Its results are becoming more visible daily. 

The enhanced standing of the non-Communist 
technical experts impresses the Moscow correspond- 
ent of the Manchester Guardian as a symbol of the 
New order. These persons now receive better pay 
and greater privileges than before, in recognition 
of their large role in the nation’s development. Pay- 
ment on a piecework basis is another important de 
parture from the early principles, and has been ex 
tended to both factory and farm. Rewards for 
meritorious service now are granted by the state, 
and the individual thereby assumes more prominence 
than heretofore. Gradual abandonment of the 
rationing system for foodstuffs is indicated by the 
opening of stores where purchases are unlimited, 
though at extremely high prices. These will improve 
the living conditions of foreigners in Russia, and of 
persons receiving money from abroad. Pressure by 
the Ogpu, or political police, has been relaxed, giving 
moderate relief from its notorious dictatorial and 
censorial practices. 

All these changes are straws indicating a definite 
trend to the right, which many observers have long 
predicted as a consequence of Russia’s industrializa- 
tion. As the “Nep” made possible the opening of 
trade relations with many foreign countries, so the 
“Neo-Nep” may be expected to do even more toward 
breaking down the barriers between Russia and the 
outside world. Despite these abandonments of 
theoretical Communism, Russia’s great achievement, 
the five-year plan, remains. The new advances to- 
ward democracy doubtless will make its fulfillment 


scheme on a basis whereby the planless nations 
may view it as a model without fear of Bolshevist 
contamination. 
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JUDGES AND THE PEOPLE. 

To agree with Dean Pound of the Harvard Law 
School that all our judges should be appointed and 
not elected is to declare that democracy is essen- 
tially a failure. Assuredly judicial posts should not 
be filled by men selected by self-seeking politicians. 
Neither should high offices in the executive 
branches of government. For that matter, the nom- 
ination and election of all officials should be re- 
moved from politics, in its uglier sense. It is true 
that elected judgcs are sometimes disappointments, 
but it is no less true that appointed judges can give 
occasion for regret. The most distinguished Ameri- 
can jurist. off the Supreme Court, Chief Judge 
Cardozo of the New York Court of Appeals, holds his 
seat by election. Missouri recognized in the late 
Justice Walker a people’s judge and saw that he 
stayed on the State Supreme Ceurt from 1913 until 
his deeth. Illinois found such a jurist in the late 
Justice Farmer and kept him on its high court for 
25 years. The people can and do find good judges. 
We do not believe they are ready to yield a function 
so fundamentally a part of the republic. 
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EGOTISM AND AUTO CRASHES. 

An interesting inquiry into the psychological 
makeup of the reckless driver has been made by Dr. 
Paul Schroeder, Illinois State criminologist. Exam- 
ining prisoners convicted of manslaughter with an 
automobile, he finds them to be normal persons, 
with no physical or mental deficiencies which would 
explain their crimes. Instead, it was a surplus of 
selfishness, egotism and disregard for others which 
caused them to be sent to prison. 

Minor manifestations of how those traits are 
magnified when their possessor takes the whee] may 
be seen on our streets every day, and probably the 
charioteers of ancient Rome gave similar exhibitions. 


through a crowd of children or zips past a stop 
sign may behave like a perfect gentleman when his 
locomotion is physical. But place at his command 
a motor with the power of many horses, and he be 
comes ruthless. His latent egotism and selfishness, 
suppressed in his social contacts, expresses itself in 
wild driving. His inferiority complex vanishes in a 
speedy dash down the boulevard, in seeing pedes- 
trians and traffic scatter before him. 

Possession of the traits which Dr. Schroeder dis- 
closes is not a punishable offense. The courts deal 
only with their results, when a driver runs amuck 


(and takes a life or inflicts injury or property dam- 


age. Suppression of these undesirable qualities is 
at the bottom of all the efforts of safety organiza- 
tions to curb reckless driving. Only the motorist 
himself, by replacing his thoughtlessness with old- 
fashioned courtesy, by thinking of others instead of 
his own thrills, can cure the evil. 
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SPEAKING OF DICTATORS. 

Give Nicholas Murray Butler a dictator every time. 
Dictatorships produce real leaders and enable na- 
tions to get somewhere. Look at Cromwell, look at 
Napoleon, look at Mussolini, at Lenin and Stalin. On 
the other hand, consider democracy. Democracy puts 
midgets in the seats of the mighty. It elevates the 
fourth-raters, and men of ability go for naught. Such 
was the theme of the eminent scholar’s message to 
the plastic young minds which faced him at the open- 
ing of Columbia University the other day. Far be it 
from us to presume competently to criticise his the 
sis, but it does need pointing out that of all the dic- 
tators since Cro-Magnon times, only five rated Dr. 
Butler’s list. In the light of that, the fact that we 
have had as many as six really important Presidents 
during the last century, as he says, seems to us to 
give the advantage decidedly to democracy. We sug- 
gest Dr. Butler look up the batting averages of Dic 
tators Huerta of Mexico, Primo de Rivera of Spain, 
Pilsudski of Poland and Ibanez of Chile. Our recol- 
lection is that they all hit under Franklin Pierce and

Echoes of the Merger Craze 


It now becomes apparent that the extravagant claims made for mergers have not been 
realized; even technical efficiency is impaired by carrying plant combination too 
far; evidence shows that merger mania was based on a desire for speculative 
profit at the expense of the anti-trust laws. 


From “The Masquerade of Monopoly” (Harcourt, Brace & Co.)

HE disappointing technical success of 

mergers looks strikingly like the pro- 

verbial weakness of Government busineas 
compared with the old-time efficiency of 
Private ownership and management. The 
champions of “big business” are usually 
fanatical opponents of “government in busi- 
ness," and laud the virtues of private en- 
terprise, which they assume are always ex- 
emplified by large corporations. In truth, 
as single factories grow larger and the 
founders pass off the scene, and separate 
concerns are merged into great combina- 
tions, one master ceases to know all and 
one master’s eye to see all, responsibility 
becomes subdivided, the motives of personal 
financial gain of the management are weak- 
ened, red tape multiplies, office overhead 
costs mount, and often nepotism and fa- 
voritism begin to honeycomb and under- 
mine the morale of the whole organization. 

Such a big “private business” has in its 
internal operation ceased to be truly “pri- 
vate” (that is, “individual” in the old 
sense), has ceased to have the peculiar vir- 
tues reputed to be the mark of private 
enterprise. Then is when its management 
is tempted to misuse its greater financial 
powers to assert and maintain by restraint 
of commerce a domination in the industry 
to which its technical efficiency in no man- 
ner entitles it. The highly lauded “indus- 
trial statesmanship” of its president, for 
which, besides his salary, he receives in a 
single year a bonus of $1,600,000, consists 
in what? Not in making better steel to 
be sold cheaper to the public, but rather 
in acquiring one after another all of the 
company’s competitors in a great industrial 
region, a process not justified by increasing 
technical efficiency, but only by the added 
control it sives over price policies, ty the 
dominating power it gives to a single en- 
terprise, and perhaps by speculative gains 
it makes possible in the stock market.

The traditional virtues of private prop: 
erty and management developed amid con- 
ditions of decentralized industry where the 
responsibility for each separate plant and 
its rewards were intimately linked. As es- 
tablishments are merged into greater and 
greater proprictary unity, those traditional 
virtues are weakened through new strata 
of workers and in wider and wider circles. 

In various new ways, no doubt, such as 
professional education, better methods of 
organization, etc., they may be in part and 
for a time maintained, while the very real 
technical economies of larger units of pro- 
duction for a good while and to a certain 
point more than compensate for their par- 
tial loss. But mechanical improvements 
cannot indefinitely serve as substitutes for 
dynamic motives and human nature. Some- 
where there must be a golden mean of ad- 
justment between the meager mechanic, 
impersonal gains of the concentration move- 
ment and the very serious losses it entails 
in business fiber and motivation. There is 
grave reason to think that in many direc- 
tions the movement toward financial size 
and plant combination has gone much too 
far even for technical efficiency: yet it is 
threatening to go much further. 

A recent report of the Industrial Confer-

ence Board is in entire agreement with the 


foregoing facts and opinions in certain re- 
spects only; to-wit, that “by and large, 
mergers have not provided a safe, easy and 
sure way to business success.” In other 
respects, however, the board's report is out 
of harmany with all other serious investi- 
gations. For it concludes (forgetful of nu- 
merous cautions given throughout the book 
as to the reliability of the data, and “in- 
sofar as these conclusions are fair deduc- 
tions”) “that in a very practical and sub- 
stantial way industrial consolidations have 
been an economic benefit to the commu- 
nity.” 

The board particularly urges the claim 
of superiority in scientific research on be- 
half of mergers, which. if a real merit, is 
@ very recent one. However, as already 
indicated, research enterprise has not been 
confined to merged industries, and in most 
of them has been entirely lacking. 

- * * 


If these are the true facts and these 
judgments of the advantages of mergers 
are sound, why have mergers been so eager- 
ly formed? They must be advantageous to 
some folks, and most obviously to those 
who form them. It should be observed 
that the outright failure, or the meager 
and disappointing success, of numerous 
mergers as corporations is no proof that 
they did not secure and exercise large 
monopolistic powers, and still less proof 
that some individuals did not profit by 
their formation. It indicates ratber that 
this private cain at public expense was 
either offset by the wastes and inefficien- 
cies inherent in artificially inflated organ- 
ization or went to various individuals who 
were “in on the ground floor.” The ad- 
vantages from mergers appear to Iie al- 
most wholly in the field of proprietorship 
and of private profit, rather than in that 
ef productive efficiency and public benefit. 
The chief source of expected Increased op- 
erating profits is doubtless ‘‘control of the 
market”—monopolistic power. 

On the anniversary of the stock break 
of October, 1929, under the title of “Merger 
Season Closed,” the following skeptical com- 
ment was made in the financial columns of 
a great daily: 

It was remarked tn Wall street yesterday that 

when timer are good, when everyone is m 


fast. all for the purpose of “more economical 

operation.” Under more difficult conditions, 

however, when, presumably, operating economies 
would he welcome, these mergers fall off sharply 
in mumber ... apparent anomaly its said 
to provide material for those who charge that 
mergers arm frequently: e for reasons of 
other than economy, 

The public seems to have been as credu- 
lous as the Supreme Court regarding the 
statements of promoters. A confused “be- 
lief in the universal advantages of size and 
large-scale production is thus expressing 
itself in the value of corpération. securi- 
ties.” Mahy mergers have been essentially 
a gamble in Wall street, linked arm in arm 
with a violation of the letter, spirit and pur- 
pose of the.anti-trust act. Obviously, in 
the end, all these promotion and specula- 
tive profits are dug out of the pockets of 
the patient common man.

SPAGHETTI RECIPES 
INA WIDE VARIETY 


Caruso’s — Favorite, Salad, 
Baked With Cheese and a 
Hamburger Combination. 


There are many ways of serving 
spaghetti, varying from the _  fa- 
miliar baked-with-cheese recipe to 
the more elaborate dish which Is 
said to have been the favorite dish 
of the famous tenor, Caruso. 


Spaghetti salad is good also, and, 


spaghetti cooked with meat, to- 
matoes and onions is a meal in 
itself, 

Spaghetti-Caruso. 


Cook % pound spaghetti until 
tender and drain. Peel % pound 
fresh mushrooms and cut in small 
pieces. Cook in % cup butter for 
10 minutes, then add % teaspoon 
salt and 1 cup of chicken stock, 
cooking gently for 10 minutes 
more. Add cooked spaghetti and 
% cup of cooked chicken livers and 
return to fire just long enough to 
heat thoroughly. Serve with grat- 
ed cheese. 

Baked Spaghetti. 

Cook 2 cups broken spaghetti in 
2 quarts boiling salted water until 
tender and drain. Make a sauce of 
2 tablespoons flour blended with 4 
tablespoons butter, 2 cups milk and 
1 teaspoon salt. Take from stove, 
add % pound sharp flavored cheese 
shaved very thin and a few drops 
of tobasco sauce, and sstir. until 
cheese is melted. Place spaghetti 
in buttered baking dish in alter- 
nate layers with cheese sauce, 
sprinkle buttered bread crumbs 
Over top and make in moderate 
oven for about 30 minutes. 

Spaghetti Salad. 

Cook, drain and chill one small 
Package broken spaghetti. Mix 
spaghetti and three tablespoons 
grated cheese with a little French 
dressing. Then add the following: 
One green pepper cut fine, three 
tablespoons sour pickle cut fine, 
chopped one-half one-half cup cel- 
ery, chopped one-half small can 
pimentoes, one small grated onion 
and two chopped hard boiled eggs. 
Mix this with spaghetti, cheese and 
mayonnaise et and serve on 
lettuce. 

Spaghetti and Hamburger. 

Cook one-half pound Spaghetti 
until tender and drain. Brown 
one-half pound hamburger and 
one small diced Onion in 
amount of fat. 
small can tomatooes and sim- 
mer half an hour. Add one cup 
grated American chetse and cook 
10 minutes more. Then heat spa- 
ghetti in meat mixture. 


Baked Chuck Steak. 

Have two chuck steaks cut 2 
inches thick. Place in a roasting 
pan and cover with a thin layer of 
Sliced mild onions. Add a thin 
layer of green pepper rings, sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Pour 
over steaks one medium sized bot- 
tle catsup to which 46 teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce has been 
added. Bake uncovered for two 
hours. Add a little boiling water 
from time to time if necessary. 
Serves four persons. 


Caramel Sauce for Waffles. 

Caramel sauce will make a nice 
change for waffles and should be 
made several hours before using 
and set away to cool. Puta cup of 
sugar in a small pan_and stir on 
the fire until brown, carefully 
watching to avoid burning. Adda 
cup of boiling water and simmer 
for 15 minutes. 


Cherry and Pineapple Cocktail. 

Drain one cup each of canned 
cherries and crushed pineapple, add 
two diced bananas and the strained 
juice of one orange. Chill and serve 
a spring of mint dipped in pow- 
dered sugar with each glass of 
punch, 


Cucumber Boats.

ing won membership in the Phi 
Beta Kappa, honorary scholastic 
fraternity, after receiving his bach- 
elor of arts degree in 1910. He re- 
turned to China in 1911 and was 
appointed secretary of the Chinese 
Y¥. M. C. A. He assisted in the 
formation of the provisional Gov- 
ernment after the revolution of 
1911 and was appointed Vice Min- 
ister of Commerce and Industry in 
1913. After serying in several oth- 
er positions, he became Foreign 
Minister in 1928, 
China Replied to U. S. Note. 

The Nationalist Government 
made public tonight China’s reply 
t othe note of United States Secre- 
tary of State Stimson, which urged 
China and Japan to confine mili- 
tary operations in Manchuria to re- 
quirements of international law. 

The Chinese note after express- 
ing gratification for Stimgon’s 
note, recapitulates the story of the 
Japan }3e occupation of Southern 
Manchuria. It asserts Japanese 
airplanes fired on regugee trains 
wtih machine guns, 

It accuses Jauan of trampling 
under foot international agree- 
ments. The Chinese Government 
can conceive of no other way to 
satisfy requirements of interna- 
tional law and international agree- 
ments, the note says, than for 
Japan to withdraw her troops im- 
mediately and completely from oc- 
cupied areas and give full redress. 

The note concludes by express- 
ing the hope that efforts hereto- 
fore made by various Powers, espe- 
clally by the United States, for the 
preservation of peace may not be 
in vain. 


Police Patrol Hongkong and Kow- 
loon After i Nine Slain, 


By the Associated Pre 
HONGKONG, China, Sept. 28. — 


Police with riot guns and orders to 
“shoot without warning if neces- 
sary"’ today patrolled the streets 
of Hongkong and Kowloon, on the 
mainland opposite, as the result of 
anti-Japanese riots and demon- 
strations. 

Nine were killed and many in- 
jured, Six of the deaths were in 
one family, when a mob of Chinese 
stormed the residence of Shimiziro 
Yashishita, a Japanese, in a Kow- 
loon suburb. Yashishita, his wife, 
bother, two sons and a nurse were 
killed. Only a 3-year-old child was 
spared. 

Police and soldiers charged the 
mobk with fixed bayonets, killing 
two. Ten were arrested. A chin- 
ese child was killed in a riot at 
Hongkong. 

Japanese residents of Hongkong 
and Kowloon were segregated in 
school buildings for protection and 
Chinese mobs turned their atten- 
tion to Chinese shops selling Japa- 
nese goods. Many stores were 
wrecked. Most Japanese stores and 
shops were boarded up several 
days ago. 

Authorities said they suspected 
Communist influences were behind 
the rioting. 


Provisional Government Reported 
Formed at Kirin, Manchuria. 
TOKIO, Sept. 28.—A Rengo dis- 

patch from Mukden says a provi- 
sional government for Kirin Prov- 
ince, Manchuria, has been formed 
there with Gen. Hsi Sia, former 
chief of staff of the Kirin provin- 
cial army, as Governor. 

Ministers of War, Finance, Indus- 
try, Home, Public Works and Edu- 
cation also were named, together 
with a commissioner of police. 

In Mukden, the report says, the 
People’s Association organized with 
the slogan, “Manchuria for Man- 
churians” with the aim of making 
the entire state independent of 
China proper and having a parlia- 
mentary form of government. 


Separatist activities were report- 
ed from Manchurian sources to 
Tokio Saturday and authorities 
here said two such movements had 
been officially frowned on by 
Japan. The Tokio Government; 
after military occupation of cities 
in Southern Manchuria, disclaimed 
any territorial ambitions toward 
the Chinese state.

From Flattering to Her Former Hus-

her central characters Timothy 
Hale, a struggling young author, 
who later achieves monumental 
success, and Susan Brooks, later 
Mrs. Timothy Hale, who was proud 
of her family heritage and worked 
on magazines before marriage.

She is very 
snobbish—a characteristic which 
greatly irritates Timothy—prates 
of her superior early life, and treats 
friends whom Tim wunezxpectedly 
brings home in a supercilious way 
that most people would consider 
ill mannered, just because the 
friends were perhaps. fat, and 
cheerful, and casual. Her attitude 
causes Timothy to expostulate: 
“T’ll have to have every friend 
pasteurized and certified before I 
bring him before your highness!”’

The bile produced by the liver 
cells is gathered up and poured in- 
to the digestive tract through two 
fairly large tubes, called ducts.
